Last weelrpeople who have lived 
here for many years were comment* 
ing on it being the coldest spell they 
had experianced Thia week they 
are alao experiencing what they 
claim is the longest period of a 
Chinook wind to extend over Al* 
berta. In less than a week the 
temperature varied from 40 degrees 
below zero to 63 shove, a difference 
of 93 degrees The result has been 
that snow has rapidly disappeared, 
creeks are running, and skating and 
curling enthusiasts are turning their 
eyes eastward every morning 'o see 
if colder weather is in store. Doubt¬ 
less it will* come, as the tempera-1 
ture changes very quickly in Al¬ 
berta.

OTTAWA.—Up until the end of 
October, 1927, Canadian coal mines 
had produced 13, 783, 782 tons of 
coal and Nova Scotia’s share was 
6,873,988 tons, or 43 per cent. 
Thia is shown in a report 
Thursday by the department of 
trade and commerce. Alberta was 
a close second with 6,228,144 tons, 
or 38 per cent., while British Co¬ 
lumbia contributed 16 per cent., 
2,204,638 tons. The total amount 
is ah increase, of slightly over one 
million tons in comparison with the 
t#n months’ period of 1926 
The number of men employed in 
the coal indautry of Canada is 29,004 
divided between 6,611 surfacemen, 
and 22,393 underground. Nova 
Scotia mines employ 13,402 per- 
Bpns; Alberta, 9,469, and British 
Columbia, 4,903. Saskatchewan 
has 648, and New Brunswick 682.

to equalize the position of United 
States grain growers with Canadian 
competition. 

Declaring Canadian wheat enjoys 
an advantage.of eight'to ten cents a 
bushel in lower transportation charg¬ 
es, Senator Capper held this was a 
serious menace to American farmers 
and he called for an immediate in¬ 
vestigation by the interstate com¬ 
merce commission of export grain 
rates. The commission would be di¬ 
rected to adjust rates to a basis that 
will permit grain and grain products 
produced in the United States to move 
as freely as grain produced in the Do¬ 
minion of Canada to points of export.

With the comparatively .'parse popul¬ 
ation at present living in Western Canada, one can vision 
that as the population increases and the demand for coal in¬ 
creases, the mining industry will show a steady increase and 
the tonnage will steadily increase every year. Combined 
with the development of a home market for Canadian coal 
to take the place of the American coal imported into Canada, 
inclines one to believe that there should be good times ahead 
for the coal industry in Western Canada.

With the commencement of the new year, churches the 
same as business houses, take stock of the year’s operations 
and try and estimate what the forthcoming year will bring 
forth. Church financing is something that a large num¬ 
ber of those who enjoy the service which the church renders 
give very little thought to, and though often they will spend 
money on non-essentials or luxuries that could be got along 
very well without, the church is left to take what is left, 
which frequently is nothing. 

When the moral and spiritual value of the church’s 
work is considered in its relation to our every day business 
life, and the religious teaching it gives to young and old, its! 
vital importance looms very distinctly as one of the main 
supports on which our civilization progresses. Yet be¬ 
cause it is free to all, many fail to recognize the obligation 
they should give in a small measure of financial support in 
return. The old custom of giving a tenth to the Lord is 
well-nigh forgotten. Some give generously, while others 
care not a jot, but when calamity or death visits perhaps 
their loved ones, the church is ready with its help and solace 
to both the sinner and the righteous. 

Church ministers should not be concerned about financ¬ 
ial worries. This should be taken care of by the congre¬ 
gations to whom they minister, and it is an obligation which 
they assume if they desire the services of a minister. 

A recent compilation by the Diocesan office of Calgary 
shows that the fixed charges of the Anglican church in this 
diocese could be met by each church family giving an av¬ 
erage of $3.00 per year. As many are giving more than 
this, and yet the church has a deficit, it will be readily seen 
that many are avoiding their duty, and this applies to other 
churches as well. The layman must do his duty to his| 
church if it is to continue to spread the gospel unto all 
nations, for faith without words is dead, in church aswell as 
business enterprise. To remain a member of a lodge or 
fraternal organization the annual dues must be paid, but be¬ 
cause the church imposes no such conditions, its services 
are taken for granted without a thought as to where or how 
the money is raised to enable it to carry on its ministrations.

At a meeting Sunday of 62 
Ukrainians living in Coleman strong 
protest was made against “the new 
outrage” committed by Polish 
authorities upon workers and peas 
ants in Etistern Galicia, “over run 
and occupied by force of Polish 
nobility and ceded to their prey by 
the allied Council of Ambassadors ” 
A resolution has been drawn up 
appealing to the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment to raise its voice “in defence of 
the oppressed Ukrainian workers 
and peasants of Eastern Galicia” 
It was alleged by the meeting of 
protest that the Lemberg police dis¬ 
solved the committee of the Central 
Workers and Peasants Relief Com 
mittee for Flood Victims and ar 
rested all of its members because 
this organization, which had been 
formed to assist victims of the great 
flood which inundated hundreds of 
towns and villages in lower Car 
pathia and which waa financed by 
Ukrainian, United State* ai d Can¬ 
adian funds, was “not to the liking! 
of the Polish authorities and was] 
detrimental to their policy t f op¬ 
pression of Ukrainian workers and 
peasants and extermination of 
their organizations ” 

The protest demands the release] 
of the imprisoned men and the un¬ 
restricted right of the committee to] 
distribute relief. t
